TOWN WARRANT 


STATE OF NEW HAMPSHIRE. 


To the Inabitants of the Town of Newport Qualified to Vote in 
Town Affairs: 


You are hereby notified to meet at the Town Hallin said town 
of Newport on the second Tuesday of March next at nine o’clock 
in the forenoon to act upon the following subjects, namely: 


Article 1. To elect three Selectmen, Town Treasurer and 
Town Clerk for the year ensuing. 


Article 2. To see if the town will vote to elect three Assessors 
to act with the Selectmen or separately in taking the inventory of 
the town for the purpose of taxation and assessing the taxes 
thereon for the present year, or for the following year, fix the 
salary of the same, raise and appropriate money for the same and 
pass any vote relating thereto. 


Article 3. To elect a member of the Trust Fund Commission 
for three years, a Collector of Taxes, Road Agents, a Water and 
Sewer Commissioner for three years, Cemetery Commissiuner for 
three years, and all other Officers, Auditors, Agents and Commit- 
tees necessary for the town business. 


Article 4. To hear the reports of the Selectmen, Town Treas- 
urer, Auditors and Committees heretofore chosen and pass any 
vote relating thereto. 


Article 5. To raise and appropriate such sums of money as 
may be necessary for the payment of the town deht and defraying 
the interest thereon for the year ensuing and pass any vote relat- 
ing thereto. 
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Article 6. To raise and appropriate such sums of money as 
may be necessary for the payment of town charges for the year 
ensuing. 

Article 7. To raise and appropriate such sums of money as 
may be necessary for the maintenance of the poor, for cemeteries, 
parks, commons and water works, and to improve the same and 
pass any vote relating thereto. 


Article 8. To see if the town will ask for State Aid for the 
purpose of making permanent improvements on the highways and 
the maintenance of the same, raise and appropriate the necessary 
amount of money therefor and pass any vote relating thereto. 


Article 9. To see if the town will vote to raise and appropri- 
ate the sum of five thousand dollars for the purpose of Trunk Line 
construction of the highways, providing the state wil! contribute 
and apportion to the town the sum of ten thousand dollars for the 
same purpose, and pass any vote relating thereto. 


Article 10. To vote to raise and appropriate such sums of 
money as may be necessary for building and repairing highways 
and building and repairing bridges and pass any vote relating 
thereto. 


Article 11. To see what sums of money the town will vote to 
raise and appropriate for the construction and repairs of sidewalks 
and pass any vote relating thereto. 


Article 12. Tosee what sums of money the town will vote to 
raise and appropriate for the purpose of re-covering that portion of 
Main street between the railroad and the present tar concrete 
road, or that portion of the street between the bridge and Maple 
street to be improved by concrete gutters, or to improve Elm 
street from the present improved portion to Main street, designate 
which section of the streets will be improved and the method of 
such improvements and pass any vote relating thereto. 


Article 18. To see if the town will vote to construct a cinder 
or gravel sidewalk from the residence of James Beirne on Maple 
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street to the residence of William Clark, raise and appropriate 


money therefor and pass any vote relating thereto. 


Article 14. To see if the town will vote to raise and appropri- 
ate the sum of two thousand dollars for the maintenance of the 


Trunk Line Highways in town, the state contributing the same 


amount for the same purpose. 


Article 15. To see if the town will vote to extend the street 
lighting system on Union and Pine streets to the residence of 
Hirem Stockwell, raise and appropriate money therefor. 


Article 16. Tosee if the town will vote to place one electric . 
light on South street in Newport village and appropriate money for 
that purpose. 


Article 17. To see what sums of money the town will vote to 
raise and appropriate for the purpose of lighting the streets of 
Newport village and elsewhere about town, and pass any vote re- 
lating thereto. 


Article 18. To see what sums of money the town will vote to 
raise and appropriate for the support of the Fire Department for 
the purchase of apparatus for the same and pass any vote relating 
thereto. 


Article 19.~ To see if the town will vote to raise and appropri- 
ate the sum of one hundred and twenty-five dollars to defray the 
expenses of Memorial Day exercises and pay the same to the 
Quartermaster of Fred. Smyth Post, No. 10, Department of New 
Hampshire, G. A. R. 


Article 20. To see if the town will vote to appropriate the 
sum of three hundred and twenty-five dollars for the support of 


_ the Newport Cadet Band, to be paid to the Treasurer of the Band 


at the discretion of the Selectmen, providing the Band give a series 
of open air concerts during the Summer Season. 


Article 21. To see if the town will vote to instruct the Sewer 


Commissioners to construct a sewer from the present sewer near 
the residence of Henry Jordan on Maple street to Broad View, so 
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called, a distance of about twelve hundred feet, raise and appropri- 
ate the money for the same in such manner as the town may deem 
advisable and pass any vote relating thereto. 

Article 22. To see if the town will authorize the Sewer Com- 
missioners to construct a sewer to connect the house of Mr. Os- 
borne on North Main street with the main sewer, appropriate 
money for that purpose and pass any vote relating thereto. 


Article 23. To see what sums of money the town will vote to 
raise and appropriate for the playgrounds and passs any vote re- 
~ lating thereto. 

_ Article 24. To see if the town will vote to raise and appropri- 
ate the sum of fifteen hundred dollars for the purpose of defraying 
the expenses of a grand home-coming celebration and the cost of 
medals for all the Newport boys who have been in the service of 
the United States during the present war against the Central Pow- 
ers of Europe and pass any vote relating thereto. 


Article 25. To see if the town will vote to reimburse the com- 
mittee of the Board of Trade for money paid for the construction 
and erection of the Honor Roll located south of the town hall, erec- 
ted in recognition of the services of Newport men who have served 
in the war with the Central Powers of Europe and pass any. vote 
relating thereto. 

Article 26. To see what action the town will take in regard to 
purchasing Jand near Gilman Pond for the purpose of protecting 
the purity of the water, appropriate money therefor or authorize 
the Water Commissioners to pay for Jand so purchased with money 
received from the revenues of the Water System, and pass any 
vote relating thereto. 

Article 27. To see if the town will vote to raise and appropri- 
ate the sum of two hundred dollars for the purpose of sprinkling 
Main street next summer and pass any vote relating thereto. 

Article 28. To see if the town will vote to extend the Water 
System from its present terminus near the Geto place, so called, 
on Main street, northerly, on said Main street, for a distance of 
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six hundred feet more or less, appropriate money for that pur- 
pose and pass any vote relating thereto. : 


Article 29. To see if the town will instruct the Selectmen to 
appoint a Police Force in Newport, designate the hours of service 
and pay for the same, raise and appropriate money for that pur- 
pose and pass any vote relating thereto. 


Article 30. To see if the town will elect a Prosecuting Agent 
as provided in Chapter 147 of the Session Laws, 1917. 


Article 31. To see if the town will yote to employ a District 
Nurse, in conjunction with the school district, raise and appropri- 
ate money therefor and pass any vote relating thereto. 


Article 82. To see if the town will appropriate money for the 
celebration of Old Home Day, provide the necessary agency for 
expenditure and pass any vote relating thereto. 


Article 33. To see if the town will instruct the Selectmen to 
have the inventory of the town as taken the present year, for the 
purpose of taxation, published in pamphlet form, appropriate 
money for the same and pass any vote relating thereto, 


Article 34. Toseeif the town will authorize and instruct the 
Selectmen to appoint a special expert Highway Agent, who shall 
have charge of the construction and repair of all highways and 
bridges in town, and with such other duties of a General Superin- 
tendent as the Selectmen and Water Commissioners of the town 
may deleyate him, raise and appropriate money therefor and pass 
any vote relating thereto. 


Article 35. To see if the town will vote to permit drugg’sts to 
sell liquor for medicinal purposes on physicians’ prescriptions for 
the ensuing year and pass any vote relating thereto. 


. Article 36. To see if the town will vote to authorize the Se- 
lectmen and Town Treasurer to borrow money on the notes of the 
to wn in anticipation of taxes and pass any vote relating thereto. 


Article 37. To see if the town will allow a discount on taxes 
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paid prior to June 15 and Sept. 1, fix the amount of such discount 
and pass any vote relating thereto. 


Article 38. To see if the town will vote tou present the Carrie 
F. Wright Hospital the material from the emergency hospital now 
stored in the hospital and pass any vote in relation to the matter. 
Also to see if town will grant the hospital the free use of the town 
hall two nights during the year. 


. Article 39. Totake the sense of the meeting in regard to 
widening Woodlawn street. , 


Article 40. To transact any other business that may legally 
come before said meeting.

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STATE ROADS 


CONSTRUCTION 


There was no appropriation by the town for new work on state 
yoads for 1918, and no work done except erect railings on the inter- 
vale paid for by money due from the state, 84.16 as per items given 
below. A word of explanation may be desirable to make the cost 
of this piece of road plain. At the annual town meeting, 1917, it 
was voted to authorize the selectmen to borrow sufficient money to 
build this road to the amount of $10,000, after expending the appro- 
priation of $5,000, providing the state would pay one-half of the 
cost or $2,500 in 1917 and the balance of the one-half cost in 1918. 

The amount expended in 1917 was $9,012.10; add cost of railings 
in 1918 $84.16; total cost of road $9,998°99. The town co tributed 
$5,000 and; the state contributed, in 1917, the sum of $2,785.25 and 
paid to the town, 1918, $2,213.74, leaving, unexpended, in the state 
treasury, $1.01.

REPORT OF 


Cemetery Commissioners 


To the Citizens of Newport: 


During the past year the total number of burials in town has 
been 104, of which four were in North Newport Extension, 30 in 
Pine Grove cemetery, and the balance in the old cemeteries. 


Seven lots have been sold in the North Newport Extension, 
for which $145.75 has been received, and 21 lots, including single 
burials, in the Pine Grove cemetery, for which $531.75 has been 
realized. 


The Perpetual Care Fund for the Pine Grove cemetery now 
amounts to $1,786.18, and an unexpended income of $50. The Per- 
petual Care Fund of the North Newport Extension amounts to 
$436.63, and an unexpended income of $10. 


The income from the above two funds can only be used for the 
care of the cemetery from which the funds originated. 


The improvement Fund of the Pine Grove cemetery, including 
interest, amounts to $1,480.47, and the Improvement Fund of the 
North Newport Extension, $194.26. 


At the’beginning of the year there was a balance of $1.98 on 
hand and the town appropriated the sum of $750, but owing to the 
increased cost of labor and materials and an increase of .48 in the 
number of burials there are still outstanding bills amounting to 
about $150, and the unexpended balance on hand is $33.62. 
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We therefore recommend that the sum of $900 be appropriat- 
ed for the cost of burials and the general care of cemeteries. 


Grateful acknowledgement is made of the gift of a small piece 
of land adjoining the cemetery at North Newport by Mrs. Calista 
Dow, and efforts are being made by Mrs. Mary M. Sibley to col- 
lect funds for improving the:same and for erecting a fountain 
thereon.

REPORT OF 


HEALTH OFFICER 


To the Board of Selectmen. 


Your Health Officer submits the following report. 

During the past year the town has been unusually free from 
contagious diseases but has suffered with the other towns of the 
country from the prevailing influenza. 

The field work of the Health Officer is constantly being 
enlarged, so that it encompares many more subjects, that before 
this were not considered serious or were considered outside his 
field of operation. 

In the case of those with tubercular tendencies, ‘they must 
now be considered as wards of the state, as it is felt that a great 
many who were formerly thought hopeless, are now, with care 
attention and instruction, in many cases, able to recover and lead 
useful lives. 

The State Board of Health is the leader and takes the initia- 
tive in these new fields and is constantly calling on the local health 
officers of the different towns, for their co-operation in establish- 
ing these different branches of health work, such as the supervi- 
sion of tubercular patients, to assist in establishing district nursing, 
to form county nursing bureaus, and suppressing venereal diseases, 
this latter, the suppression and prevention of venereal diseases, is 
a government measure and to further its work the Federal Govern- 
ment has designated an officer from the Public Health Service to 


oe 
assist the state authorities in conducting this work. The Federal 
Government recognizes the immensity of this problem and has 
voted an initial appropriation of a million dollarsto start the work. 
The government feels that this is an important step in the nght 
direction toward suppressing the most destructive diseases that 
threaten the well-being of the human race. 


The influenza epidemic hit our town hard and caused a loss to 
the town that we could ill afford. 


The Health Officer takes this occasion to express the apprecia- 
tion of the Health Board to those who so quickly responded to the 
call for help when it was so badly needed. Everyone offered them- 
selves, it seems, unreservedly to help the cause. The _ school 
teachers and professors worked faithfully in organizing and carry- 
ing out the relief work. 


To the Red Cross Organization is due unstinted praise for their 
untiring work throughout the epidemic, working early and late in 
assisting the Doctors and carrying food and supplies to those who 
needed. 


The influenza is still recurring in our midst with a persistance 
that has baffled the medical profession. The exact specific for this 
malady and its mode of transmission is a problem that still con- 
fronts medical science, and all that is known, is that the best safe- 
guards are the ordinary rules of health, plenty of fresh air, good 
food, sunshine and sufficient rest are the best means to overcome 
its effects. 


It is tobe hoped that if we have medical inspection of our 
schools that means will also be provided to employ a nurse to do the 
follow-up work under the direction of the physician,as it is now gen- 
erally recognized that without this follow-up work, in the homes of 
the children, the main object desired of the inspection is nullified. 


That our sewer system be extended to take in that rapid grow- 
ing section of our town, known as Broadview Heights, is very much 
to be desired from a sanitary standpoint, as on account of the con- 
dition of the soil in that section the surface waters and drainage 
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does not seep into the soil but lies exposed to the elements and is 
therefore a danger to the neighborhood. They are building homes, 
in this section, as close together as in other parts of the town, and 
for this reason, also a sewer system is necessary to carry off the 
waste.

You are hereby notified to meet at the Town Hall in said New- 
port dn Saturday, the 8th day of March next, at two o’clock in the 
afternoon, to act upon the following subjects:

SCHOOL REPORT 


To the Newport School Committee: 


I hereby submit my third report of the schools of Newport. The 
past year has been a very busy one and has brought with it many 
problems to be solved. It has been a year to try the metal of all 
in any way connected with school work. Cold weather and lack of 
fuel last winter compelled us to close the Primary building for 
eight weeks, uniting this school with the Richard’s school. One 
division attended in the forenoon and the other in vhe afternoon. 
This fall the influenza made us close al] schools for four weeks and 
some of the rural schools for even a longer period. Not only were 
the schools closed during these periods, but many pupils have been 
out sick several days, or even weeks, when schools have been in 
session. Hach day thus lost not only injures the standing of the 
pupil who is out, but it also affects the whole class, more or less, 
The teachers, however, as a whole, have done their best to keep the 
work up to the standard. This has made it necessary for teacherg 
and pupils to do a !arge amount of work after school. 


High School 
The high school opened last fall with a registration of 110. This 
is the largest registration for the high school since we have been 
connected with it. Many high schools and nearly all, if not all other 
sec yndary schools, had a small registration, owing to war conditions. 
We feel much gratified that our registration was so large. Wages 
have been very high and many boys and girls have be:n tempted to 
leave school to go towork. The cost of living has advanced so that 
many families haye needed the help of the other children to aug- 
ment the earning capacity of the home. 
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We have been very fortunate to retain practically all of the 
high school teachers throughout the year. Miss Shannon, the 
Domestic Arts teacher, resigned, to accept a similar position in 
Nashua, at a large increase in salary. Her position was filled by 
Miss Martha Hoitt, a graduate of New Hampshire State college. 


Miss Hoitt is proving herself a capable teacher for one just out of 
college. 


Two or three other teachers in the high school were offered 
large increases in salary to go to other schools, but they have con- 
scientiously and generously remained with us, even at quite a finan- 
cial loss to themselves. We believe we have some as efficient high 
school teachers as can be found in most any high school. We hope 
to be able to retain the best of them another year. In order to do 
this, we must be able to pay them nearly, if not quite, the same 
salaries they will be offered by other towns and cities. Newport 
needs especially strong teachers, while she is so badly crowded for 
room, as it takes a much stronger teacher to teach successfully 
under such conditions, than it does under more favorable ones. Not 
only are we crowded for room, but many of our classes are large. 
They are not quite large enough to divide into two divisions, but too 
Jarge for one. This means extra hard work for the teachers, and 
also a saving in the number of teachers for the town. 


The same teachers remained with us in the 6th, 7th and 8th 
grades. Miss Graves and Mrs. Bartlett have been with you much 
longer than I have and they need no comment from me. Miss 


Nealon is doing good work with her classes and has many qualities 
of a fine teacher. 


Departmental work is being done in the seventh and eighth 
grades. Most of the eighth grade work is Junior high work and we 
hope by another year to have both grades doing Junior high work. 


As soon as conditions will permit, we hope to have one or two 
more men teachers. ‘The boys of the upper grades, as well as the 
boys of the high school, need to have more work with men teachers; 
even though men may not be any better teachers, they can get hold 7 
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of a boy differently than a woman can and can help more both in his 
play and work. We would recommend at least two more men for 


our teaching force. Our athletic sports need to be supervised by 


men. 
Our teachers and pupils did remarkably vell with the sale of 
War Saving Stamps, purchasing over $1300.00 worth. We also 
fee] quite proud of the way the boys and girls of this school took 
hold of the ‘‘Victory Boys’’ and ‘‘Victory Girls’? movement. They 
gave $600 toward this worthy cause. We have always found the 
boys and girls of Newport ready and anxious to do their part toward 
any worthy cause. . 
The primary school not only purchased many War Savings 
Stamps but they also gave $23.60 toward the War Relief Fund for 
Children at Christmas time. Last year they gave $22.00 toward the 


same worthy cause. 


I wish to commend the spirit shown by our teachers and girls | 


of the commercial department in their collaboration with the draft 
board in connection with the questionnaires of the men of draft age. 
They offered their services freely and willingly on all occasions 
when they could be of any assistance in the furtherence of war 
preparations of any kind. This includes all of the teachers. 


During the epidemic of influenza our teachers again showed a 
magnanimous spirit, freely giving themselves for any service 
where they might be useful. Many of them helped directly to care 
for the sick, Wr. Wiggin, with their help, took full charge of the 
specially organized local Board of Health. We feel sure that their 
services did much to alleviate the distress and suffering of many. 


The department of military training has done very satisfactory 
work under the able supervision of Lieutenant Harry Hastings who 
very kindly gives his services through the generosity of the McEI- 
wain Company. This arrangement was made possible through the 
kindness of Mr. Francis Murphy. Each boy in the high school is 
required to drill three-quarters of an hour three days a week. They 
take much interest in it and it is doing them good. | 
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The commercial department, which was thorougly organized 
and made effective under Miss Doherty, is continuing to do excel- 
lent work under Miss Barry. Miss Doherty was obliged to resign 
on account of sickness at the opening of the fallterm. We were 
fortunate to secure Miss Margaret Barry to fill her place. Miss 
Barry come to us well recommended and is living up to her recom- 
mendations. This department is young with us and onlya few 
have been graduated from it. There are three girls in the present 
senior class. Weare sure they will be able to fill efficiently any 
local position requiring a stenographer or bookkeeper. We hope 
the business men employing such girls will keep them in mind and 
give them a chance to demonstrate what they can do. They have 
already substituted in several offices with credit to themselves and 
honor to the department. Should any business man need a steno- 
grapher for an hour or two now and then we would like to let him 
have one of these girls. Arrangements can be made with Principal 
Wiggin. 

The domestic arts department continues to do excellent work. 
Sewing has been introduced into the sixth grade’ this year. It 
ought to commence in the fifth grade. Many of our girls who need 
the most to know how to sew leave school by the time they reach 
the sixth and seventh grades. Every girl should know how to do 
plain sewing. ) 

Cooking begins in the eighth grade. It ought to begin in the 
seventh. These changes will mean more room and more teachers, 
Our kitchen is altogether too small and inconvenient to do good 


work. A better room should be provided for the department. 


This department serves some soup to those desiring it who eat 
their noon lunch at the schoolhouse. At least nine lunches and 
dinners are served to others during each year to give practice to 
the girls in serving such meals. 


Last year our high school was invited to take part in an inter- 
scholastic speaking contest held at White River Junction. We 
were represented by Frederick Marden who did well. We are to 
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send another representative to take part in a similar contest at the 
same place in the near future. We believe this to be a valuable 
branch of school work and that each pupil above the sixth grade 
sheuld be required to learn some suitable selection and to speak it 
before his classmates each term. From the high school students 
should be chosen the ten or twelve speakers who should deliver 
their selections in public once a year. This should be a part of 
their required work. Every high school graduate ought to be able 
to face an audience and express his thoughts. The only way to 
gain this ability is to practice doing it while young. 

The World War has called our attention to many interesting and 
important facts; among them are the need of educating the many 
non-English speaking people and the great need ot a much more 
extensive physical, moral and vocational training. These essential 
forces have been sorely neglected in our past period of prosperity. 
It has required a cataclysm to reveel the weakness of our schools 
in these respects. The war has shown that the needs of the com- 
‘mon man have not been given their proper attention in our schools. 
It revealed more a shortage of skilled labor than a shortage of 
trained intellects. Our educational scheme has been too one sided 
and made for the favored few rather than for the many. 


Early in the winter we opened an evening school for all who 
desired to learn, to read and write the English language. Wesoon 
numbered as high as forty-six including men and women of dif- 
ferent nationalities. Most of them were very anxious to learn. 
Our school had not been in session very long before the armistice 
was put in effect closing some of the factories and thus taking away 
a part of our pupils from our evening school. We number now 
about twenty-six who come very regularly and are making quite 
rapid avancement. A special appropriation should be made for 
this department another year if the town thinks best to continue 
this important work. 


Manual Training has been reinstated in the sixth and seventh 
grades. A few of the larger and older boys, in the fourth and fifth 
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grades, also take this work. We thoroughly believe this to bea 
step in the right direction. It should be extended to all the grades 
above the fourth, and gradually to the high school. Mrs. Celia 
Cuthbert, a thoroughly trained and experienced teacher, has this 
department in charge. We iaviteall who are interested to visit the 
department to see what is being done. Itis located in the lower 
part of the Grange building. Later, in the year, some of the work 
will be placed on exhibition. This is along the line of work approved 
by the State and Nation. 


The Federal Government has shown what kind of education it 
believes the most essential by the measures it has passed and the 
appropriations it has made. All have been for industria! and voca- 
tional education. A town like Newport ought to take advantage of 
this and so adjust its educational policies as to receive aid in one or 
more lines. The Federal Government stands ready to give dollar 
for dollar, if the town will but do its part. Under this head I 
would recommend introducing a course in agriculture in the h gh 
school. I believe there would be a large class who would want to 
take advantage of such a course. The boys and girls of New Hamp- 
shire should be educated to remain on our farms rather than to leave 
them. This course is not only for those who would like to be far- 
mers, but for all who are, in any way, interested in any branch of 
agriculture, such as poultry, sheep, fruit, truck farming, or home 
gardening. It is another way of enriching one’s mind and broaden- 
ing his outlook on life. 

Last year, we had several home-school gardens, which were 
more or less successful, in spite of frost and cold weather. This 
year we plan to have many more than last year. We have already 
commenced to organize our forces under the ‘‘United States School 
Garden Army’’ and many of our boys and girls have joined the 
movement. If we had the course in agriculture, we would then 
have ateacher all the year round to supervise our gardens, take 
charge of the playground and supervise our summer sports. How 
can Newport better invest $700 or $800 for her boys and girls? This 
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same man could also take charge of the adult gardens, for which the 
town now spends one or two hundred dollars. If itis a good thing 
to have the boys and girls supervised during the week of Chautau- 
qua, how much better it would be to have someone with them all 
summer. This is no new thing; it has been done for years in many 
towns and cities, and, so far as I know, where it has ever been tried 
it has been eontinued. This is only a small sum more than we have 
been paying out annually for our playground and getting no visible 
results. Why not add this small sum and really do something for 
our boys and girls, saying nothing about the. men and women this 
would help? 
Medical Inspection 

Just as we were about to inspect our schools, the influenza made 
us close them. Since then the doctor has been so busy and so much 
time has been lost that we have not been able to have them inspected. 
We intend to have this done in the near future. What we very 
much need is a district nurse, who will also serve as a school nurse. 
She can do much more for the real welfare of the pupils of our 
schools than can a medical inspector. Not only can she do all that 
he can, but much more, as she will have time to follow up cases and 
see that something is done for them. She can go into the homes and 
help to teach mothers what to do. Sunapee and New London each 
have such a nurse, surely Newport ourxht to do as well, and we 
know she will as soon as her attention is called to the need of one. 


Primary Building 


During the fall term, this school had three new teachers. The 
school is doing good work and has made much improvement during 
the two and one-half years that I have known it. Some of our best 
teachers are connected with this school, including its auxilaries. 


The school day has been lengthened half an hour in the fore- 
noon, opening now at 8.30, the same as the Richards school. The 
teachers say they can already see that this change has improved the 
work. They now ask that electric lights be installed that they may 
be able to remain to prepare their work for the next day and to fin- 
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ish up that of the present day. I believe this should be done, espe- 
cially in the more advanced rooms. I have visited the rooms when 
pupils and teachers were trying to work ina light that was not suit- 
able for anyone to study in. The two middle rooms very dark on 
cloudy days in winter, and need lights by three o’clock. These are 
days that the successful teacher must remain long after her pupils 
are gone to prepare for the next day’s work. You may rest assured 
that the teacher, who does not so remain is not making any great 
advancement herself or doing very much for the pupils. Then the 
town ought to do its part to make it possible for the teacner and 
pupil to do their best. 


This building also needs more of the Allen shades as fast as 
money can be furnished to purchase them. The few that have been 
installed show how much better they make light conditions for study, 
Just how much is a boy’s or girl’s eyesight worth? These shades. 
cost $5 each. Six such shades greatly improve the light conditions 
for forty or more boys and girls. 


Books and Supplies 


New arithmetics have been introduced in the upper grades. 
This was a change that was very much needed. A good book on 
hygiene has been introduced in the fourth and fifth grades. The 
sixth grade needs a text book on hygiene and psysiology. The upper 
grades anew textin English. The sixth and seventh grades should 
have new text books in history. 


The prices of supplies have advanced from 50 per cent. to 300 
during the last three years. All white papers, including examina- 
tion, composition and practice papers, together with composition 
books, note-books, spelling blanks and drawing papers have ad- 
vanced from 250 per cent. to 300 per cent. Ink, pens, blackboard 
erasers and crayons have advanced 200 per cent; lead pencils and 
penholders, 50 per cent. Books have advanced from 25 per 
cent to 50 per cent. We are confident that if you will take 
the time and trouble to look the account up, you will find that the 
total price for these articles to the town during these three years — 
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has advanced in no such proportion and that the condition of the 
text books have been improved during that time. This has been 
due largely to the teachers and pupils taking” better care of the 
books and using the paper up more closely. Practically no paper is 
wasted. All, or nearly all, is used on both sides before it is thrown 
away. Care is taken to use the smallest piece that will do for the 
occasion. Tne cheaper papers are used whenever pussible, Mr. 
Fred T. Pollard has given the schools quite a large amount of waste 
paper that was just as useful for rough work as new paper would 
be. Possibly some other business man will be. able to donate us 
some. Any paper thet has one side unused is all right for rough 
work, such as working examples. We will gladly call for any paper 
that anyone may have to give the schools. 


Books are carefully covered and cared for. by the teachers. 
Each pupil is to furnish a bookbag if he wish to carry books out the 
building. All books are stamped and numbered and a careful 
record kept of them. [fa book is !ost or injured it is paid for at 
the price of a new book. 


Three sets of reference books have been added. Several sets 
and single copies of silent readers have been placed into several 
rooms where most needed. Several much needed maps have been 
installed. A few more are needed. 


Improvements Made 


Besides improvements that have already been mentioned we 
have put in new blackboards in the Kelleyville schoolhouse at a 
cost of $50. These boards were very much needed and will add 
greatly to the efficiency of the school. All the seats and desks of 
the building were changed around to make them confortable for the 
pupils using them. Formerly there was a high seat followed by a 
low desk thus compelling the pupil to lean over all the time he was 
working at his desk. This same change was made in the North- 
ville and Guild buildings. Now all the seats in a row are the same 
size. This is the best possible arrangement with non-adjustable 
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seats, One more b!ackboard has been added to the ones in the 
Reed building. 


The water pipes in the Richards building have all been put in 
new. This waa done by Mr. Frank A. Rogers at a very reason- 
able figure, $275. Much less than the estimated cost. This altera- 
tion has greatly improved the working condition of the drinking 
fountains, laboratory, lavatories and toilets. 


Sanitary drinking fountains have been installed in the Guild, 
Reed and Northville schoolhouses, thus doing away with the unsani- 
tary drinking cups and pails. 

The inside of the Northville building has been painted, tinted 
and vanished greatly adding to the amount of light and the appear- 
ance of the room. It was very dark and dingy before. The build- 
ding was also partly painted on the outside. As soon as conditions 
will permitit, should be all gone over on the outside. 


Allen shades have been put up at ten windows in the Primary 
building and at eleven in the Richards building. This is a good 
start on a much needed improvement. 


A typewriting desk and several files has been added to the 
superintendent’s office equipment. We trust this is but a begin- 
ning in this direction. A fairly good equipment should be furnish- 
ed him and then he should be required to gatherand haveon hand 
important data bearing on school work. At present there is hardly 
anything to work with. We wish the business men of Newport 
would visit the office of the superintendent and principal of the 
high school and see what they have for an office and office equip- 
ment, and then compare it with other offices in town. 


Needs More Allen Shades 


Screens for at least three windows in each school room to keep 
out flies. The heating plant of the Richards building needs very 
much to be thorougly overhauled and enlarged, i. e,, the radiation 
needs to be enlarged. So many sections have been broken and 
been removed from the west side that it is impossible to warm that 
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side of the house when the temperature out doors is below zero and 
this occurs quite often in the winter. 


Metal weather strips should be installed on the windows of the 
Richards building. No heating plant can heat this building with 
the windows as they are now. The cold wind blows in on one side 
and the warm air blows out on the other. The saving in coal, 
say nothing about the increase in comfort, would pay for the strips 
in a short time. . 


A stereopticon lantern, for educational purposes should Se 
nished to help make instruction in geography, history and science 
more interesting and real. Wenow have to depend largely upon 
the pupils’ power to imagine. We gain 80 p.c. of our knowledge 
through vision, but in spite of this well known fact we are making 
but very little use of it in our instruction. A hundred dollars spent 
here will add enormously to our efficiency. | 


_ Alumni hall should be put into shape, to be used. for games and 
athletics as well as for recitations. This can be done at a very 
small expense. Our own boys and girls will not hurt it any more 
than outside societies of the same children. All should have use of 
it so long as it is not injured. The lights needto be changed and 
screened. 


All the schoolrooms should be whitewashed this summer vaca- 
tion and some of them tinted and varnished. 


Enough land should be purchased on the east side of the Prim- 
ary play-yard, to make the fence straight on that side, enlarging 
the yard that much and greatly improving the looks of the yard. 


Schools Outside the Village 


The Reed School, which is being taught by Miss Ida Bennett, 
is making rapid advancement. Miss Bennett is a very conscientious, 
hardworking teacher and is sure to get good results. 

Miss Gladys Hurlburt is teaching the Kelleyville school. This 
school is improving under her teaching. The school is about twice 
as large as it was last year. The new pupils have added much to 
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the quality of the school and also greatly improved the spirit and 
interest. 


The number of pupils inthe North {Newport school and the 
Guild school was so small and teachers were so scarceit was thought 
best tc consolidate the two rooms in each school, thus making one 
school in each building, instead of two. 


The upper grades of each school are coming to tbe village 
schools. Miss Helen Sholes is teaching the Guild school and Mrs. 
Helen Conroy is teaching the North Newport school. These schools 
are doing all that can be expected cf them. 


Transportation 


The cost of transportation has increased and is still increasing 
quite a little over last year. More and more parents are asking to 
have ‘heir children transported. We believe many of them will be 
as well or better off if they walk. Several of our pupils in the up- 
per grades and high school walk from four to seven miles a day to 
attend school and are among our most regular attendants. Out door 
exercise is just what boys and girls who attend school need to keep 
them healthy. 


Salaries 


We will have overdrawn our estimated amount for salaries for 
the year and a half ending next August, the 31st, between $2,000 
and $3,000. This is due to the large increase in salaries this year, 
which was quite a little more than we estimated, and to the amount 
paid the teachers during the recent epidemic and sicknes3. We 
have paid every teacher for every day since school commenced in the 
fall, except one week’s vacation at the close of the fall term. This 
has amounted to $2,000. Of course, we got no more days of school, 
but we have retained our teachers and they have lost no time. We 
are also to pay a war bonus to those who come from out of town. 
This has all been done as a war measure to retain our teachers, as 
it would have been pract cally impossible to have obtained teachers 
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had we lost any. Wehope conditions will be some better another 
year. 

Salaries will be high another year, and we must make due 
allowance for the same when we make our estimates. We want 
to retain our best teachers if possible and improve wherever we 
can. ‘‘The greatest single factor in the school-room is the teach- 
er’s personality.’’ Then let us so far as possible get those who 
have a personality worth imitating by the pupils, 


In closing, I want to thank you for your help and co-operation. 
I have always found you ready and willing to give your approval 
and help when you were convinced the object requested of you 
was a deserving and timely one. 

Through you, allow me to thank all who have in any way helped 
to make our schools more efficient.
